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No Disagreement Here! 

Tlje period of peace go. recently begun has 
shown us too well that the liumber of points 
on which there can be fairly unanimous agree- 
ment is small indeed. Yet, we are inclinèd to 
pay no more than lip ser\'iec to one 
of the most important national problems 
today — the problém of national health 
on which there is complète unanimity. We 
have seen that national and international unity 
can become fact during conditions of great dis- 
Irèss — but once these periods are over, there 
is a return to the procrastination and disinter- 
ested which has become too much a part of our 
national state of mind. The question of health 
has for a long time been subject to such pro- 

. ertstination and indifference both by the .Fed- 
eral and Provincial > governments and by the 
people of Cinida themselves. Yet we have seen 
every day aceounts of the most astounding ad- 
vânéés in medicAl science r- iâvànéss which 
-make available to every man, a state of.well- 
being undreamed of even 20 yeârs ago. Never- 
theless, such advances are going unused be- 
cause of a lackadaisical attitude and because of 
vague superstiliops. 

The Health League of Canada has declared 
this week" Health Week" — . a period in which 
'an attempt will be made to educate the cititen 
towards an appreciation of the opportunities 
offered him and his family to improve their 

• physical state, and by such'ihdividual improve- 
ment, the nalional health stale. Common sense, 
that hypothetical bodily faculty with 'which 
every iiormal being ia supposedly endowed, 
should dcnionMrate to thé average mkn thé 
value of good health to his earning power ànd 
his happinesl. 'This sàroë property should in- 
dicate to governments and legislators the im- 
portance to the community and to, the country 
of «n opfimum national health conditidn. ' 

Still health goes unnoticed until the first 
chink in the àrnior.àppéaM, But must we wait 
until that 'time? "iMtiat'we' continue to allow 
the uneducated and disinterested to endanger 
the citiîèn who is cautious? Obviously hot — : 
and there is much we can do. , We can expect 
some effort via legislation. But thé main effort 
must come from individuals in pèrsônal be- 
raviour. Certainly we can éxpe.ct students to 
appreciate this niost important problem. But 
how students can perform » greater function 
is by k spread of information easily available 
to them. There are at the present time ways 
to . combat a great nunnber. of diseases. Many 
of theéè diseases are preVentahle by the execu- 
tion of simple hygienic iprécautions. Healtlî 

, ' Week can serve to point oiit some of thçse 
precautions and otlièr elementarj* rules of good 

, health. But it works best if it serves to make 
every individual appreciative of the importance 
of health and the positiVe action needed to 
eaiure it. — AJ£.

Witold Malcuzynski, in his Thursday céncèri at 
the Currie gym, proved to the Montreal audlenee 
that he not only is one of tha best interpreters of 
Chopin, but in addition in effective intèrprelêr ot 
other composers. 

Mr. ; Malcutynskl's reputation as à Chopin pianlat 
has grown rapidly aince he tint came to Montreal 
three years ago. "niursday evening, he demonstrat- 
ed a knowledge of Liszt and Bach, playing the Son- 
* ala In B Minor by the former »nd the Bach Chro- 
matic Fantasy and Fugue. The sonata wu played 
with feeling and a sureness of touch, with a contrast 
of control and dèep feeling. Although the Bach fan- 
tasy was begun a little luahly for a classical com- 
posér, the. fugue waa excellently jpUyad In- strict 
^lààiicàl style. ' r 

Thé latter half of the programme was begun with 
a trio of mazurkas and variations on a theme, by 
Syzmanowski, one of thé leaser known Polish com- 
posers of whose works Mr. Mslcuzynski ia very 
fond. The variations were especially well-handled. 

Tbt Chopin compositlona were ' obviously what 
tha audience was there to hear. With more control 
than was evidenced in tha artiat'à performance last 
summar, he plkyed three etudes, including, the Black 
Key Study, tha Grand VaUe Brillant and the 
Scherzo in C sharp minor, with tha eonapleuous 
avoidance ot luthncss whidi la evident in all his 
Chopin InterpreUtions. Tha waits was notably 
quieter than in his list performance ot it hare, in his 
summar concert and wu° excellently partbrmad ai 
was the Scherzo. Wc hope tot hear Mr. Maleuzynakl

LETTER FORUM 



Mr. Editor— The tmderaigned teel 
thai' certain ticts should be brought 

to the attention of the student body. 

ITie LJ>.P. Club recently formed 
by a group of Dawson students was" 
refused recognition by the Dawson 
StudenU Council. At flrit no ex- 
planation was given.. Later at a 
Council mtetlng a verbal explan- 
atbn was given to the effect that 
the Council teels that the forra- 
aUon of an L.P.P. Club on ' thi 
campua would -be detrintenUl to 
the general welfare of the student 
body, 

Wa consider this action com- 
pletely inexplicable and outrageous 
for the following reasons: . 

(1) The Council has already re 
cognized the Political Forum, 
whose puipose is to sponsor the 
formation ot political dubs on the 
campus. 

(J) This same Students' Council 
has already granted recognition to 
Ihe Progressive Conservative Club, 
which has a constitution similar to 
the L.P.P. Club. 

(S) It wIU be recalled by ill 
Dawfon students that the pruent 
Council when running for election 
pledged their support In, fostering 
the formaUon of students' clubs. 

C4) ^Their refusal seU a very dan- 
gerous precedent, since it is based 
on the- grounds that they disagree 
with the political views of those 
who wish to establish a particular 
political club. This means that at 
any time it the Council so desires 
it, can ban any political -club with 
whose views it does not agree. 

When the L.PJ». aub submitted 
It's constltuUon to Uie Council, the 
Council members were not asked 
to join the L.P.P. Club, but our 
Club was merely following the 
constitution which applies to all 
Dawaon students. 

We maintiln that thé Students 
Coundl has no constitutionsl or 
moral right to disallow the existe- 
nce of any one political club. It 
should be pointed out that the 
L.P.P. is a legal national party— a 
fact wbich the Dawson Students 
Council chose either or Ignore, or 
were ignorant of— runs and elecU 
candidates to public office as does 
every other political \ party. ; The 
L.P.P. Is allVttèd free time by the 
Csnadian Broadcasting Corporation 
as is every other political party. 
From, that point ot, view it Is no 
morè than the right of every Daw- 
ion student to have the opportuni- 
ty, If he or she so desires, to be- 
come acquainted with the pollcjt of 
the Labour-Progressive Party. This 
can only come about thr6ugh an 
L.P.P. Club. 

We maintain 'that Dawson stu- 
dents are mature enough and sen* 
sible enough to decide for them- 
selvés if they are likely to be en- 
dsngerèd (î) by the existence of 
an L.P.P. C[\xh, 

Finally we wish to point out 
that the members ot the L.PJ>, 
Club are all veterans of the last war. 
(>t voUng age. and therefore res- 
ponsible citizens. They feél that 
they did not fight to defeat Hit- 
lerlsm to come back and be denied 
their democratic rights' to voice 
their political views In organized 
and democratic dlicuulon. 

Very recently., atudenis have de- 
monstrated their feelings regard- 
ing the violation of civil liberties, 
In the Rèncarellt case. We trust that 
such a demonstration will not be 
neecsiary, In a ease on our own 
university. _ •
